REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


To the Taxpayers and Citizens of the town of Westminster, we 
submit our report as required by law: 


As the Clerk closes the books at the end of this fiscal 
year the Board is gratified that the expenditures for the 
maintenance of the schools have come as closely as possible 
to the amount estimated in the budget. 

The repair bill this year has not been large. The water 
pipe at North Westminster connecting the Dividing House 
and the School House has been replaced where necessary 
and lowered to sufficient depth to prevent freezing. This 
winter, for the first time in several years, there has been a 
continuous, adequate supply of water at the School House. 

At Brookside a new chimney was laid, the lighting 
improved, and some minor repairs made. As Brookside is 
the coldest school room in town it will be necessary that 
more repairs be made, including the laying of a new floor. 

At Westminster Village the toilets are inadequate, 
unsanitary and unsightly. New flush closets, within the 
_ building are included in this year’s repair budget. 

It is evident that the time is coming when a third room 
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will be necessary at Westminster village to relieve the 
crowded condition. 

Should the South Valley school continue, the lighting 
should be improved and a passage built from the school 
room to the toilets. 

A word here as to the situation at Westminster West 
may enlighten the uninformed. 

Two schools a mile apart, each registering six pupils 
have been maintained until the beginning of the winter 
term. Three of these pupils are of about equal walking 
distance from each school house. 

The Board has felt it unwise to maintain both schools 
and for the past two years two of the Selectmen have 
thought the Board extravagant and wasteful in keeping 
both schools open. 

The parents of the pupils attending these schools not 
being able to decide which school to close, the matter came 
back to the Board for decision and the Village School was 
closed in spite of the fact that the building was recently 
repaired and in excellent condition and the building at South 
Valley in only fair condition. 

The Board feels justified in its decision because the 
majority of parents whose children attend South Valley 
wished to retain their school. A case of four to two, there 
being but two parents whose children attend the Village 
school; because there will be more pupils to attend South 
Valley this coming year and there are no prospects at the 
Village; and because the transportation of three pupils 
over a more direct route is more desirable than the trans- 
portation of six pupils over a complicated route. It is to 
be regretted that the better building is not being used. 

The schools have been extremely fortunate this year in 
having a music teacher of exceptional ability and ambition 
Marked progress has been made in all the schools.

There are complaints from various quarters concerning 
the high cost of education and the Board is urged to cut ex- 
penses and ask for a lower tax. If those persons will add 
the three unalterable items of Salaries, Tuition and Trans- 
portation they will have a sum of $16,912, just $747 less 
than the sum available from the school tax paid by the 
town. From that sum and the State aid must come all 
other items, heat, janitors, repairs, books, supplies, ete. 

The people of Westminster can have just the kind and 
quality of schools they vote to have but they cannot main- 
tain the present quality of schools at any less cost than the 
tax the Board recommends.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


In making my Annual Report I am sorry to say that we 
have had more communicable diseases than before in a long 
time, but so far as I know we have had no deaths and with 
the cooperation of the Selectmen and School Board we have 
been able to hold the more'serious diseases in check. It 
was deemed advisable to close the schools in Westminster 
for a week on account of Scarlet Fever and Diphtheria. 
Cultures from the throats of the children were taken and 
sent to the State Laboratory. at Burlington and only one 
carrier wasfound. Antitoxin was given tothose who were 
directly exposed, and we don’t believe a single case 
developed from direct exposure from those who had the 
disease. As near as we can tell, the number of communicable 
diseases up to Feb. 1, 1927 were as follows: 

Diphtheria 4, Scarlet Fever 4, Measles 39, Whooping 
Cough 18, Chicken Pox 19, German Measles 26, Mumps 13. 
It us hard to get the exact number as cases come down in 
the same family after they are quarantined and are not 
reported. 

We have not made a regular inspection of all the 
schools. I have visited the schools several times at the re- 
quest of the School Board. | 

Several complaints have come to me during the past 
year about open cess pools and drains. The State Board 
still have one under investigation that has not been cleaned | 
up, but sincerely hope something may be done before hot 
weather comes this year. 

I still recommend that the repair work with the child- 
dren’s teeth, infected tonsils, adenoids, and defective eyes 
and conditions which accompany them, should receive 
prompt attention and am always ready to assist the School 
Board and teachers in any way possible.

‘SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of the Town 
of Westminster: 


In accordance with the law I hereby submit my seventh 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 

The class room conditions under which the children in 
the Town of Westminster are working are satisfactory in 
regard to light and ventilation except in the South Valley 
School. The expenditure of a relatively small amount of 
money would make this school building equally satisfactory 
with the rest. The removal of the dry toilets at West- 
minster Street and installation of proper flush toilets in the 
school building is a feasible project which should be under- 
taken at once. Other improvement highly desirable would 
include a hardwood floor at Brookside and improved toilet 
conditions at Brookside and South Valley. All such im- 
provements for the comfort and welfare of the children are 
an investment of highest importance to the town. 

To supplement improved health conditions in the school 
room, the town should provide physical inspection of all 
school children by some competent agency duly authorized 
to perform such service. The examinations made by the 
nurse from the Vermont Tuberculosis Association during 
the fall term reveal the following: 

20% of the children are 10% or more underweight. 

Over 60% have defects that need attention. 

50% of defects are in teeth. 

25% of defects, in tonsils. 

8% of defects, in eyes.
